The Russo-French treaty lasted 
nominally five years, but after Alex- 
ander had received his price his in- 
terest waned. In 1812 Napoleon de- 
manded that Alexander cease trad- 
ing with England in violation of his 
continental blockade. The demand 
was ignored, whereupon Napoleon 
led an army of nearly 790,000 mto 
| Russia. About 600,000 of them per- 
| ished in the hardships of a winter 
campaign. Russia had little choice 
but to fight on until Napoleon's 
final overthrow in 1815. 

In 1870 Russia’s refusal to abide 
by a treaty engagement provoked a 
congress of Huropean Powers which 
issued a solemn declaration on the 
subject of fidelity to treaties. 

By the treaty of Paris, ending the 
Crimean War in 1856, Russia, with 
other Powers, engaged to respect 
the integrity of the Ottoman em- 
pire and the neutralization of the 
Black Sea. Russia chose the occa- 
sion of the Franco-Prussian War, 
when those two signatories were oth- 
erwise occupied, to declare to the 
world that she would no longer be 
bound by the treaty of Paris. 

The London Declaration. 

A conference was hurriedly held 
in London, which put forth the fol- 
lowing declaration: 

“The plenipotentiaries of North 
Germany, of Austria-Hungary, of 
Great Britain, of Russia and of Tur- 
key assembled ‘today in conference, 
recognize that it is an essential prin- 
ciple of the law of nations that no 
power can liberate itself from thé 
engagements of a treaty, nor modify 
the stipulations thereof, unless with 
the consent of the contrarting Pow- 
ers by means of amicable arrange- 
ment.”’ 

The demands of Russia were, nev- 
ertheless, complied with, though 
somcowhat concealed, in a new treaty 
of Berlin of 187Y. 

“It is melancholy,’ wrote the pub- 
licist, Wheaton, ‘‘to think that the 
most civilized Powers of the world 
should have considered it necessary 
to put forward such a declaration in 
the year 1871.’’ 

It is elemental in the law of na- 
tions that changes in Governments 
within a state no more alter the 
binding force of its treaty obliga- 
tions than they affect the _ state's 
financial obligations; wherefore, if 
the Bolsheviki, in response to the 
will of the Russian people, desired 
to be released from Russia’s engage- 
ment not to make a separate peace, 
it should have sought such release 
by direct application to the other 
parties to the agreement.

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HOW SHUBERTS AND 


N. AND E. RAN THEATERS, 


Monopoly Manipulated Through 
Pooling Agreements in Five 
Cities.

Bureau of the Post- 
NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Just how. 


the Shuberts and Klaw & Erlanger 
manipulated a monopoly of the first- ' 
class theatrical business of the coun- 


try for the last four years; and what) 
precautions they took to evade pros- | 


ectution under the Sherman anti-trust 
law, have been learned by the Post- 
Dispatch. 

These facts were gathered in part 


from Marc Klaw and J. J. Shubert. 


who are willing to disclose the secrets 
of the pool, now that the two big 
‘interests’ have resumed the war 
they left off six years ago. They 
have broken off the pooling agree- 
ments under which they worked in 
Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, St. 
Louis and Baltimore, the Shuberis 
asserting certain settlements were 
not made and their rivals charging 
that the Shuberts are trying to get 
the monopoly 
into their own hands. 

Instead of a single contract cover- 
ing five cities, there was a separate 
pool in every city. 
this, the Post-Dispatch learned, was 
to evade interstate commerce com- 
plications, Leading lawyers went. 


over every contract to avoid trouble 


in this respect. 

In effect, however, the combina- 
tion actually gained complete con- 
trol of the first-class theaters and 
booking interests of the couniry and 
was virtually the only booking agen- 
cy in the country. The combination 
dictated terms to independent pro- 
ducers and actors and caused, it is 


said, a reduction in the producers’ | 


profits. 

The Shuberte, Klaw 
the estate of Charlies Frohman, a lx. 
& E. ally, and K. & BD. friends in ev- 
ery city were parties to the agree- 
ments. Thev went into effect at the 
beginning of the theatrical season of 
1913-14 and were to run 190 vears. 
They held four years’ before ihe 
break came. = 

How great the profits were is 
shown by the suit Klaw & Erlanger 
brought to have the Philadeiphia 
pool annulled. It was testified the 
net profits for four years were $543,- 
866.02. Two-thirds went io Kk. & E, 
and one-third to the Shuberts. 

The reason the Shuberts got only 
one-third of the net profits was that 
they had only two Philadelphia the- 
aters, while kK. & E. had four. ‘The 
net receipts in every city were di- 
vided pro rata, according to the nuin- 
ber of theaters each side had in the 
pool. 

Each side kept its own receipts 
temporarily. Every six months there 
‘Was an accounting. If the Shuberts 
made $100,000 and K. & FB. made 
$50,000 for the six months in SBt. 
Louis, where each had one theater, | 
the Shuberts had to pay $25,090 to 
_Klaw & Erlanger.

CANADA’S CONSCRIPTION VOTE. 

No single event of the past month—not even 
excepting Gen. Byng’s initial triumph at Cam. 
brai—brings more encouragement to the allied 
cause than Premier Borden’s victory in the Can- 
adian elections. For, behind the direct issue as 
to whether the Government’s conscription pro- 


people, the whole matter of existing methods of 
waging the war as they affect North America 
was on trial. 

Pacifists and. propagandists over and over 
| again have declared that this is not a popular 
war, and that the people, if permitted to record 
their wishes in a plebiscite, would be found over- 
| whelmingly against it. War sentiment in Canada 
| isafter all. little different from that in our own 
‘country, and Canada’s answer at the polls is a 
ringing answer to the lie. 

It must be remembered first of all that Canada 
is normally Liberal in politics, and that the per- 
sonal popularity of Sir Wilfred Laurier in the 
Dominion is comparable to that of a Roosevelt or 
a Bryan in the United States. Laurier and the 
Liberals were overthrown on a pationalistic issue 
some years ago, when chauvinism ran rampant 
on the groundless fear that back of Mr. Taft's 
reciprocity plan was a malign design of American 
domination in Canadian affairs. That fear has 
long since been exorcised so that, on a strict party 
vote, as the Liberals chose to make of this elec- 
+ tion, party clarions might be expected to have 
their customary appeal. 

The Unionists also recognized this and elected 
to make the fight squarely upon their conscrip- 
tion record.- Arrayed against them, in addition 
to dyed-in-the-wool partisans, they had the solid 
block of French Canadians and all of those who 
advocated that the administration’s war measures 
should be submitted to the text of a popular ref- 
erendum. 

Nobody was more doubtful of the result than 
the Unionists themselves. Indeefil, the prospect 
of a defeat for conscription was so 
that particular efforts Were made to discount in 
advance its effect upon public sentiment in the 
United States. Yet when the popular voice was 
heard it was clear. Not even the soldier vote 
was required to insure a popular mandate to the 
conscriptionists to go ahead with their work. 

Canada, in this instance, has lived up to its 
traditional loyalty to the British Empire, the 
loyalty which caused it to stand aloof from the 
other colonies when they wrested independence 
from George III and which caused it to shut its 
eyes to its own interests a few years ago in the 
reciprocity matter. Monday's results are bound 
to have a tremendously enheartening effect in 
London. Happily, London’s interest in the pres- 
ent issue is identical with our own.

On the day of Col. House's arrival in America 
there came an intimation from Berlin by way of 
Geneva that Emperor William is to make a final 
peace offer to his enemies some time before 
Christmas, his aim being to place responsibility 
upon them for bloodshed in 1918. 

Autocracy rules by theatricals as well as 
force, but whatever it has to say of peace at 
Christmas time is much less important abroad 
than what it says and does about war at all the 
other seasons. It is at home that autocracy 
expects by this stage-play, as by that of a year 
ago, to turn pious sentiment to its own ambitious 
uses. Autocracy had .no thought of Chrfstmas 
except as a date for a barbaric triumph of mili- 
tarism when three years ago last summer it yn- 
dertook to hack its way through Belgium to 
Paris. 

Having in mind peace and good will, not for a 
single day but forever, the matter-of-fact men 
who met at Paris discussed nothing but war. 

Perhaps some. people in Berlin will be deceived 
by what is going on back of the footlights, 
Perhaps the Christmas spirit will touch some 
hearts long filled with hate. Perhaps even the 
surviving authors of the greatest of crimes will 
make themselves believe that their system and 
their cause are somehow associated with Bethle- 
hem and the manger., But it» has been decreed 
that no heralds are to proclaim a truce in the 
interest of autocracy at. this Yuletide or ever. 
The peace for which Christendom is fighting is 
not going to be a German peace tricked up with 
holiday green and tinsel. It is to be a real peace.
